Contrary t© fbt UMrtiw «t f Soviet pro p agan d a, the Soviet society, 
the Soviet people, Is not hcawsenous or, even, consolidated* In the 
Soviet Union, there are easy different social groups, classes, and stratum*. 
®aa|6# belonging to these various groups differ from one another in their 
wy of thinking had .in their attitudes towards various events. 

It is only natural that, even though I any know end understand the 
thoughts and ideas of various people, «y knowledge about the thoughts of 
alt these groups is rather limited . Vy personal views generally agree 
with that: views of these young ttoataian Intelligentsia who shew an active 
interest la political and economical life and treat critically the 
(Comwmaist) forty ideology. 

I eouM not may that such people constitute the majority. So, the 
majority «f people are not interested in politics. Set because politics 
are uninteresting, but, rather, because interest in politics is impractical. 
Ibis attitude is understandable, because a person whose hortson is United 
by every-day problems is not Interested in the advantages and short-, 
comings of the existing regime. Regardless whether it is good or bad, 
one has to live with it. 

In order to be interested in polities one has to- be, at least tie a 
certain degree, an idealist.

Such people mm usually secretaries and active members of teau K sa o l who 
by these means start their Party careers.. 

I knew personally such "idealistic" communists and 1 know that they 
understand perfectly the essentials of the present Soviet regime. Shsy 
are by no means "blind. w B»y simply feel that this is the best and the 
smartest way to adapt themselves to the circumstances. Such people never 
have may definite opinions about political events* Bssir personal opinions 
they ©sly shore with their closest friends. Baeir public opinions always 
reflect the latest Barty directives. Parenthetically, in private life many 
of such people are very decent and worthy of respect. 

Only among the critically thinking youth can one meet the real idealists.

Xtsms 
of first necessity are assigned the highest tames, femtiHir* this type 
of tax may be 100 and more percent of the actual production price* the 
luxury items, however, which are rather expensive anyway, may have rather 
low taxes, then one compares two different monthly salaries., for ex am ple 
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A* 100 rubles and B. 200 rubles, be cannot rightfully say, therefore, 
that B. gets twice ae much as A. Actually, B. gats tbrae-to-fOur tinea 
mere than A* With higher wages this difference is even greeter. 

At the eat of this chapter dedicated to the interior policies of 
the USSR, X wish to point out sane of the inconsistencies ceewltted by 
’iestem propaganda. 

First of all, the religious questions* It seems to no that it is a 
complete absurdity to preach love thy neighbor, humility, etc*, to people 
who were brought up in Soviet reality, especially to people who were 
brought isp in the Soviet Ukraine .

Jfeturally, I rather over-simplified the last example, but its 
general essence is still correct.

10 a sinpleton, and there 
are very few simpletons in our day*, the answer i* "the people. B dearie* 
as well a* tha entire West is being ruled, solely and completely by the 
proprietary claee, the class of people who own the Material riches or 
centred them in one or another way*. 

Perhaps this class, or these classes, for Western structure is rather 
complicated, favorably differ from the Soviet ruling class, in that the 
Western ruling class takes into consideration interests of other classes 
as «»n as tha inter ests of the entire society . X have Mentioned already 
that in our concept the working classes of the Weed are- successfully de- 
fending their interests. Xt would be an exaggeration, however, to identify 
the Western regime with freedom. Of course, Marx's erftiaio® of bourgeois

History 
remembers that during the downfall of feudalism., tbs most fierce wars took 
place between the newly -established republics, the young bourgeois countries 
(Me Freach-English war of the XVII -early XlXeentury, the Haglish-Buteh 
war erf the XVII century}* Sven though there was a dictatorship in scam 
of these young republics, (Cromwell), it is doubtful whether its- ai tisane 
wanted to be liberated from the dictatorship by a feudal country. France 
is a good example of such a ’’liberation” (from Hapoleon). Historically, 

Ms liberation of France from Hapoleon was not very profitable and after 
t frfta "liberation,” the French people had to fight for their freedom many 
times. 

It would be.. desirable if the western leaders had a realistic policy 
towards the peoples of the Soviet Union, also towards the Ukrainian 
people, which in am eventual world conflict would be- directed against 
totalitarianism, against Moscow imperialism, and not -against Me socialist 
movements, (reforms) which took place in our country during the last forty- 
four years. Sven if not all of these reforms are actual improvements, 
in the condition of freedom our nations, being protected from, the possible 
. interventions of Russian communism or, on the other hand, the reactionaries 
(by the reactionaries I mean some groupings who dream Shout turning back- 
wards the ''Meal of History: } will b# able to- loin the world family as 
nations who will not. threaten the existence or wellbeing of other nations, 
as nations who will decide their internal problems at their own discretion, 
then, perhaps, the Ukrainian saying "save ms from- ay friends, Oh Lord, 
for 1 can take -care of my enemies myself," would be appropriate. 

In armed world conflict, if we consider it probably, the most serious 
danger for Ameri. a and the West would be the transformation of a war between 
the regimes (betveen the governments) into a national war, a war between 
peoples .
